If maſter Docor had ever read the Eccictiaſticall Fe 
Hiſtories, he might have found eaſily the Elderſhip 
moft Acuriching in Conflentizes time,and othertimes 
when as the peace of chriſtians was greateſt. 

For reply whereunto maſter Doctor Whirg fe now 
Archbithopof Canterbury,having defired him thar
